COPY OF THE ORDER of the Board of Excise, dated the 18th November 1817, 
issued to the Inspectors and Acting Inspectors of Taxes. 

“ ORDERED, THAT each Inspector and Acting Inspector of Taxes do, upon application 
being made to him by the Ptfysician, or other Medical Person in attendance on those afflicted 
with Fever, permit to be re-opened any Window or Windows, Hearth or Hearths, which may 
be thought necessary for the furtherance of the recovery of their Patients so afflicted; the 
Inspector taking care to note the particulars of each Case, and to transmit a Copy thereof 
to the Collecting Officer.”
